Bob noted that the regulation specifies the use of a rubber stamp 


"Exempt from general declassification schedule” which is at variance with 
the initial distribution of the stamp. When the regulation is effective you 
may use the one you have until you receive the corrected stamp, It is ex- 
pected that a full supply will be received about 29 June, and in this order 
will be the correct stamp of the type mentioned, 


Bob also pointed out that the regulation as printed contains a new 


sentence on page 23, "If the classifier is other than such person, he shall 
be identified on the stamp as indicated," There is no "

As the regulation now stands, Only an officer having TS cla ssifying 
authority may make the judgment whether a document falls within one or more 


of the exemption categories in the Executive Order, Precise instructions on 


this and other similar points cannot be issued until the Director has had an 


opportunity to consider a proposal made to him that he grant an Agency-wide 
exemption for all documents falling within one of the four exemption categories,
